‘Southern Cross’ takes honors 
at Catholic press convention 


THE PEOPLE OF the diocese of San Diego 
are receiving a weekly newspaper which has 
again been judged to be among the leaders of 
the nation for the second consecutive year. 


At the annual convention of the Catholic 
Press Association in Minneapolis last week, 
the Southern Cross received top honors in one 
category and citations in others. : 


Out of the 78 newspapers competing for 
awards, the Southern Cross was judged best in 
front page in top circulation newspapers and 
received special citations for its editorial sec- 
tion and special photo feature. 


THE 40 JUDGES — all in the secular news- 
paper and magazine field — who ranged from 
Clayton Kirkpatrick, editor of the Chicago 
Tribune, to Robert Shnayson, editor of Har- 
per’s magazine — said that “the Catholic press 
is truly attuned to the times. It is featuring 
stories affecting the cultural, educational and 
personal well being in all levels of life.” 


Of the Southern Cross front page award the 
comments were: 


“This is the first time this newspaper has 
stepped up into the biggest circulation categ- 
ory. Every cover of this tabloid newspaper is 
an artistic production. One is compelled to sug- 
gest that, as in magazines, newspaper artists 
— layout men and art directors — ought to have 
a role second only to that of the chief editor. 
The Southern Cross artist despises sharp cor- 
ners. He rounds out everything, even the 
nameplate.” 


IN EDITORIAL sections the Southern Cross 
came third following the top flight Evangelist, 
of Albany, New York, and the National Catholic 
Reporter. The citation for SC editorial section

said the pages “were distinctive for their 
organization, personalized commentary of the 
editor, and effort to reach what obviously must 
be a minority portion of its constituency.” 


This editorial section includes all the locally 
produced features: A time to keep..., One Min- 
ute Bible Insight, Editorial in English and 
Spanish, Living Spirit, Talking Point and 
Father Warren Rouse’s Answer Please! Most 
papers rely on syndicated services and colum- 
nists, but SC has pioneered these features from 
local resources. 


In the awards for best photo story, Southern 
Cross earned an honorable mention for ‘“‘For 
God’s Sake, Dare... to Clean Up Our Cities,” 
with photos and text by Michael Newman. The 


judges said: “This story makes a strong state- 
ment against pornography and sex and nudity 
shows, which is probably more effective than 
any amount of preaching.” 


THE ENTRIES, they said, “reflected a high 
degree of technical competence, and show con- 
siderable imagination.” 


Commented one of the judges, Kuyk Logan, 
assistant managing editor, Houston Post: 
“Each of these papers is competing not only 
with the local daily newspaper, but with televi- 
sion, movies, the backyard chef — you name 
it. The idea is to put out a newspaper so inter- 
esting that the reader will stop what he’s doing 
and spend some time with that.” 


Pope Paul VI proclaims 1975 Holy Year, 
dedicated to ‘the inner renewal of man’ 


VATICAN CITY (RNS) — Pope Paul VI has 
proclaimed 1975 a “Holy Year,” dedicated to 
“the inner renewal of man.” 


He invited Christians and non-Christians to 
join in the jubilee observance to ease discord 


‘among men and bring peace to the world. 


The international religious event will be 
aimed at bringing a deeper knowledge and 
appreciation of God to modern men and 
women who are “intoxicated” with “false for- 
mulas for happiness.” 


IT WILL BE the 26th Holy Year since 1300. 
In modern times, these observances have been 
held every 25 years. The last Holy Year was 
in 1950. 


The Year will begin Christmas eve, 1974, 
with the opening of a special door in St. Peter’s 
Basilica by the Pope. The door and the year 
will be closed on Christmas eve, 1975. Spiritual 
preparations will begin on June 10 (Pentecost 
Sunday) this year. 


Catholic dioceses will be encouraged to send 
delegations to Rome during the Year “to give 
the witness of their faith” in the Pope’s “evan- 
gelical mission and in his primacy.” 


THE PONTIFF said the year will be aimed 
at helping the bored and disillusioned men 
and women of the 20th century who “have lost 
the certainty of truth.” He hoped the obser- 
vance would help to bring mankind “back to 


God” and lead to world peace. 


Pope Paul said it will no longer be required 
for Catholics to journey to Rome to gain the 
special “indulgences” granted in a Holy Year. 


(An indulgence is a spiritual benefit granted 
in recognition of some special religious activ- 
ity. It is a remission before God of the temporal 
punishment due for sins already forgiven, 
which a follower of Christ — with the proper 
dispositions and under certain determined 
conditions — acquires through the interven- 
tion of the Church.) 


UNDER THE 1975 Holy Year, spiritual 
benefits may be obtained by Catholics who 
visit prescribed churches in their own 
countries. 


Pope Paul noted that modern man “enjoys 
life and amuses himself.and has so many excit- 
ing ways to gain pleasurable experience that 
he soon feels bored and disillusioned. 


“We do not think we err in detecting in mod- 
ern man a profound dissatisfaction and a sati- 
ety, coupled with a feeling of deep unhappi- 
ness that stems from false formulas for happi- 
ness, with which he is intoxicated.” 


He made it clear he wants the Holy 
Year events to be simple — stripped of much 
of the pomp and circumstance that has sur-

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‘Doomed without funds’ 


Senior center 
faces shutdown

CEDAR Community 
Center for senior citizens, 
started three years ago by a 
grant to the Sisters of Social 
Service, may close July 1 for 
lack of funds. 


The center was opened in 
ground-level facilities of 
the former convent housing 


the sisters who staffed 
Cathedral Girls’ High 
school. 


It was made possible by 
the $15,000 grant from the 
California Commission on 
Aging to the Sisters of 
Social Service which 
served as seed money. 
Other religious groups also 
cooperated in getting the 
center underway. 


THE. ONETIME convent 
at 349 Cedar St., is now 
occupied by Catholic Com- 
munity Services and its 
related agencies. CCS pro- 
vides the center with free 
use of facilities and one 
staff worker, Sister Justina 
Flynn. 


Mrs. Sue Hart, the cen- 
ter’s director, said basic 
funding has come from com- 
mission grants — limited to 
three years by law. 


“We’re doomed without 
new funds,” she said, add- 


Development was dedi- 
cated in San Bernar- 
dino Sunday — and it was 
the occasion for an old- 
fashioned community 
celebration. 


Bishop Leo T. Maher 
was there to celebrate, 
along with CCD workers, 
the Knights of Columbus 
and so many others who 
have made this center the 
living heart of Christian 
activity in the area.

The center, which has 
served the northern areas 
of the diocese for three 
years, was_ repaired 
recently following a fire. 
Use of the center has 
grown in its first few 
years. 


Located at 459 West 
17th St., the center is 
directed by Father Gerald 
Butler, northern CCD 
director. 


ing that requests have gone 
to federal, county and city 
agencies. “We’re asking a 
lot more because we’ve 
found many other things to 
do.” 


ACTUAL COSTS run 
higher when boosted by 
private donations and vol- 
unteered services. 
Activities include educa- 
tion, recreation, community 
involvement, transporta- 
tion, visitations, and refer- 
rals. 


The center is in the mid- 
dle of a tract in downtown 
San Diego which has the 
“highest concentration of 
senior citizens,” according 
to Mrs. Hart. 

There are two high-rise 
apartment houses for the 
aging within a couple of 
blocks. Recently, Bishop 
Leo T.. Maher announced 
plans to build a 16-story 
high-rise for the aging on 
the site of the former girls’ 
school. 

THE HOUSING, open to 
all regardless of religion or 
race, will have 150 studio 
units and 71 one-bedroom 
apartments, a self-service 
laundry, lounge and other 
common rooms for leisure 
living.

Statue of responsibility 


When he spoke to the 10,000 or so Catholic 
educators assembled in New Orleans for the huge 
annual convention of the National Catholic Educa- 
tional Association, Dr. Viktor Frankl, the controver- 
sial Viennese psychiatrist said: “You Americans 
have a Statue of Liberty on your East Coast. But, 
to complement it, you should have a ‘statue of 
responsibility’ on your West Coast.” 


Dr. Frankl was talking on the theme of “Youth in 
search of meaning,” and he called that “sacred” 
phrase “pursuit of happiness” a contradiction in 
terms. He said the American way of life fosters 
“rampant permissiveness” in youth which is aresult 
of freedom without controls. 


“Man should be basically concerned with reach- 
ing out beyond himself to other human beings and 
in living encounters,” said the psychiatrist. “When 
he does this successfully, then all these other things 
like equilibrium and satisfaction, and ultimately 
happiness will come to him.” 


Which, after all, is the Christian vocation, surely? 


Could we erect Frankl’s “statue of responsibility” 
right here in the San Diego diocese? Starting with 
a concentrated effort to eradicate some of that per- 
missiveness which has become the ruination of so 
much that is the real source of happiness. 
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“I’m bored — isn’t there anything we're not allowed to do?”

Apartments and parishes 


I looked out of the rectory window and said to the 
pastor: “That’s a fine lot of apartments going up 
across from your church. There should be a great 
influx of parishioners here.” And he replied: “Don’t 
you believe it. Apartments do not help a parish. 
Apartment dwellers, by and large, are transients 
who do not give either personal or financial support 
to the parish.” 


This surprised me, but I checked around a few 
parishes, and the answer from experienced pastors 
is much the same. Apartments, which seem to be 
creeping over the landscape faster than a winter 
fog, are usually “bad news” to a parish. 


Optional celibacy 


There is something rather naive about the phrase 
“optional celibacy” as used by the National Federa- 
tion of Priests’ Councils. At their recent convention 
they asked for no less than a Gallup Poll of priests 
on the subject again — a resolution not supported 
by the San Diego delegates. 


_The point is, what is optional celibacy? Once it 
becomes optional it is no longer optional, if you see 
what I mean. The man who opts for celibacy is (a)

going to have every anxious female in the parish 
after him or (b) will be smothered in insinuation 
and innuendo about his celibate state. 


Perhaps the eventual solution — if one is arrived 
at — willbe to have different rites within the Roman 
rite with different rules of celibacy. The Roman rite 
already has different rules from the Eastern and 
Orthodox rites. The celibacy question could con- 
ceivably be decided in a similar way, without leav- 
ing it “optional” within a rite. 


Strange modern state 


When you come to think of it, it’s a strange world 
— or nation, or state. It provides birth control pills 
liberally, knowing that they are liable to harm 
women. It bans the use of a substance (DES) to fatten 
cattle quicker because there is a remote, very 
remote, chance that humans may suffer ill effects. 
And then this same, modern, progressive place bans 
bingo, but on top of all, legalizes the murder of 
unborn children. 


Danger at the top 


George Reedy, that massive, leonine figure who 
came to national prominence in the first two years 
of the Johnson administration, as press secretary, 
gave us Catholic journalists — and the nation —a 
frightening insight into what makes a Watergate. He 
was banquet speaker at the Catholic Press Associa- 
tion convention in Minneapolis last week. 


Watergate came about because the President of 
the United States is isolated from all normal stan- 
dards and correctives, he said. The men around him 
consider the morality of their actions in the light 
of their dedication to the President — who becomes, 
for them, “the nation.” 


“The President has no peers, and is constantly 
pampered,” said Reedy, who walked out of the 
Johnson camp, disillusioned, after two years. “One 
of the most serious problems of this nation is that 
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Warning on peers 
this atmosphere around him creates its own isola- 
tion.” Even Senators and others who would argue 
with a president-elect, never seem to talk back once 
the man is in office. ‘““‘We have to find a peer group 
for Presidents,” said Reedy. 


He said he was thankful this state of affairs 
resulted in ‘nothing worse than Watergate.” I read 
into his words the threat of isolated power which 
could make a major decision on the national and 
international scene without having a true sense of 
the feeling of the people. Actions in recent years 
are evidence. As Lord Acton said: ‘All power cor- 
rupts. Absolute power corrupts absolutely.”

Women’s ministry 


As the Catholic world this week prays for voca- 
tions, an aspect of Church ministry which is 
receiving more and more attention is the role 
of women. 


Pope Paul has announced the formation of a spe- 
cial commission to study the place of women 
in the Church and in the world. This will 
please those who long have felt women have 
been given a secondary place.

From those Marys and Marthas of the first 
days with Christ, down through countless 
numbers of women religious, women as wives 
and mothers, the ministry of women has pro- 
duced its saints and martyrs.

short history of Holy Years 


ROME (NC) — Every 25 
years the Pope declares a 
Holy Year, a year of jubilee, 
a year of return to God and 
of forgiveness: 

Such will be the year 1975, 
declared by Pope Paul VI a 
Holy Year, a time when 
men are called to renew 
themselves interiorly, to 
come together in friendli-- 
ness and forgive the debts 
they owe each other. 


S The’ ancient Hebrews, as 
Pope Paul said‘in announc- 


ing the Holy Year, prac- 
ticed a year of jubilee dur- 
ing which debts were dis- 
missed and slaves made 
free. 


INDEED, in the Old Tes- 
tament Book of Leviticus it 
is recorded: 


“Thou shalt sanctify the 
50th year and shalt pro- 
claim remission to all the 
inhabitants of thy land, for 
it is the year of jubilee.” 


Just as the seventh day 
was sacred, sg too was the 
seventh year and even more 
sacred still was the 50th 
year, for it followed seven 
years time seven.

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Catholic Near East Welfare 
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A mandate to the suffering and needy

NEW YORK — Msgr. John G. Nolan, a priest | 


of the Albany diocese, is a man who wears two 


-hats — and wears them very well, in fact, 


almost jauntily. He enjoys his work, he 
believes fully in its importance and effective- 
ness, he does it well — and he works at it all 
the time. 


Msgr. Nolan’s two jobs are national secretary 
of the Catholic Near East Welfare Association, 
and president of the Pontifical Mission for 
Palestine. 


The Catholic Near East is an American 
organization which collects funds for the sup- 
port of the missions under the jurisdiction of 
the Sacred Congregation for the Oriental 
Churches. It trains native priests and sisters 
and supports mission activity in 18 countries. 


THE PONTIFICAL MISSION is an interna- 
tional organization. In the Near East, where it 
provides relief, rehabilitation, and self-help 
development opportunities to Palestinian 
refugees regardless of creed, it is known in 
Arabic to be “‘the Holy Father’s mission.” The 
Pontifical Mission for Palestine is the Vatican 
relief agency for at least 1.5 million Arab 
refugees in Lebanon Syria, Jordan and the 
Gaza Strip. 


Msgr. Nolan emphasized that, although he as 
president happens to be an American, and its 
funds come mostly from individual American 
Catholies, the Pontifical Mission is an interna- 


tional mission working for the Church univer- 


sal in the Holy Father’s name. 


“ONE OF OUR businesses here is asking for 
money,” he says. “But you can’t ask for money 
unless you need it. You should tell just how 
you use it and what you do with it.” 


Msgr. Nolan added: “‘That is the philosophy 
of this organization: to secure donations as 
much as possible on a person-to-person basis, 
from this office with the donor, and person-to- 
person to the donee, the person overseas who 
was helped.” : 


He had an exampie right at hand, something 


that had happened the morning I visited the 


offices at 330 Madison Ave. here, at the corner 
of 42nd St. That morning they had received a 
sizable check from a couple on the West Coast 
giving a donation to a hospital. 


THIS WAS A specific need, mentioned in the 
advertisement which the Catholic Near East 
runs in the Catholic papers. 


This couple had never responded to such ads 


dent) to provide food, shelter and clothing for 
refugees and other needy persons, regardless 
of religion. There are at least 1.5 million Arab 
refugees in Lebanon, Syria, Jordan and the 
Gaza Strip. 


before; this was their first contribution to the 
Catholic Near East, and when I came in Msgr. 
Nolan was writing a thank you to them, draft- 
ing it in long hand. It was a warm letter, telling 
the couple he wished he were closer to their 
home so he could come and thank them person- 
ally. He told them he would have the sister who 


’ received their contribution for the hospital 


write them too, and tell how the money was 
used. ; 


. This is the key to Msgr. Nolan ’s work — and 
to his personality. He is very grateful for the 
generous assistance American Catholics have 
given to the Catholic Near East and to the Pon- 
tifical Mission — and he is not reluctant to say 
so. - 


AND HE INSISTS that donors know where 
their money goes, who benefits from it, what 
it accomplishes in these Near East missions. 
He demands specifics from his staff on the mis- 
sions, the priests and sisters who receive the 
contributions through his office, and he 
showed me many reports that he receives from 
them. 


Msgr. Nolan has a staff of 30 people in the 
New York office, but, amazingly enough, only 
eight people overseas in their area offices. As 
Msgr. Nolan says, “We have a very small core 
staff overseas which keeps our overhead very 
low. We work through every native priest and 
sister. We are using the Vatican structure over- 
seas — nuncios and apostolic delegates and 
their secretaries and parish priests and sisters 
in the schools and hospitals.” 


He is aided in his work by Msgr. Edward C. 
Foster, associate secretary and Msgr. John S. 
Randall, assistant secretary, both men of high 
competence and dedication. 


“QUR ADVERTISEMENTS are very specific 
items,” Msgr. Nolan said. “A church is needed 
in such a place, in India or whatever country, 
and this is what it will cost. 


“It is specific,” he emphasizes. ““When one 
gives.money for a specific purpose, it is used 
for that, unless the donor says use it where 
needed.” 


The request for a church, for instance, 
originates in a certain country. The local 
bishop goes to the apostolic delegate; when 
approved by him, it is sent to the Oriental Con- 
gregation in Rome; and if approved there, the 
request comes to Msgr. Nolan’s office. 


“WE HAVE MORE requests than we can han- 
dle,’ he comments. : 


“We know it is authentic. When the money 
goes back to build the church, it follows the 
same path, to the Oriental Congregation, to the 
delegate and then to the bishop. 


“The bishop has the church erected ,” said 
Msgr. Nolan. “We want photographs and if pos- 
sible we want progess reports for the donor. 
The man who givs the money is kept aware of 
what is happening all the way.” 


NO MONEY raised for the Catholic Near East 
goes to the Pontifical Mission for Palestine. 
Although both are handled out of the same 
office, and Msgr. Nolan is in charge of both, 
the two organizations are unconnected. 


“Our mandate,” said Msgr. Nolan, ‘is to 
Palestinian refugees. But if you are a priest or 
a Christian and someone needs help but is not 
a refugee, how as a Christian can you say no 
if you are in a position to help? So we help 


_ everybody who needs us.” 


Of primary importance to the Pontifical Mis- 
sion’s work are Mother Teresa and her sisters 
from India, who are working among the poorest 
of the poor refugees. Msgr. Nolan said five of 
the sisters came to Jordan in 1970, working in 
the worst slums in Amman. In September that 
year the war broke out. He didn’t know 
whether they were dead or alive, so he went 
to Beirut and got into Amman on the first Red 
Cross plane. “t 


“IT WAS really during the height of the trou- 
bles — no electricity, no food. I told them any- 
one who wants to leave is free to go. They were 
frightened to death, and I asked each of them, 
one by one — but none wanted to go. They did 
want to see Mother Teresa, and she came to 
see them. 


“They are still there in Jordan,” he said,

“going around in our mobile clinic, taking care 
of people in villages, giving medical care 
where there is no other medical care. 


“Now Mother Teresa and we have decided 
to set up a new place in the Gaza Strip for her 
sisters. They will be the first community of 
Catholic nuns there.” 


THEN MSGR. Nolan added: ‘‘Don’t overlook 
the sisters from England who are working for 
us in Jordan. They are the Franciscan Mis- 
sionaries of the Divine Motherhood, and are 
known as the Maryknollers of England. 


“Just before Christmas we provided a mobile 
pathology laboratory; it is the only one we 
know of in the Middle East, and the Franciscan 
Sisters use that. 


“They brought from England the sister who 
was their best pathologist; she came just to be 
certain the mobile laboratory had everything 
it needed. When she got there, she begged the 
mother superior to let her stay — and she did. 
I believe they had to hire a pathologist to take 
her place in the hospital in England.” 


WHAT DO THE Catholic Near East and the 
Pontifical Mission need? Msgr. Nolan does not 
mind being specific about that too: 


Contributions for the needs mentioned in 
their advertisements, or for use where needed; 
annuities, where people give them money and 
receive an income as long as they live; some 
people make them beneficiaries of their wills 
or of insurance; support for individual 
orphans; Mass stipends. He said in the 18 
countries they help, the only income a priest 
receives usually is the stipend for Masses.

As women will. . .

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How do we experience poverty? 


AS WOMEN WILL, we were talking 
about... the vocation and witness of 
St. Francis of Assisi and whether it 
is practical today to attempt to ‘“‘ex- 
perience” poverty as he did. 


There was the usual philosophizing 
and rationalizing over the embracing 
of poverty and chastity — of the apos- 
tolate of service — of,the love of 
nature. And over and over again, the 
question “How does one follow his 
way today? How does one experience 
poverty today?” 


It is a question to be raised and 
pondered. Often, however, it seems as 
if we concentrate on the specific acts 
and overlook the mainspring, the 
motivation of Francis’ particular 
ministry. 


IT SEEMS TO me that there is a 
common factor in all histories of ser- 
vice and mission. That St. Francis, 
Christ himself and all the saints, meet 
at the bottomless well of compassion. 


They expended, squandered and 
exhausted themselves in compassion 
for all “groaning” creation. Christ, 
because he was one with the infinite 
compassion of his Father. The saints, 
because — each in his own way — 
they came to know the overwhelming 
compassion of Christ. 


Driven by that vision they minis- 
tered to the obvious need of those 
around them. Possessed, bound, 
abnegated, by his compassion, they 
did not need to seek to “experience” 
poverty. They did not need to seek to 
“experience” suffering. 


IN THE PRESENCE of hurt and suf- 
fering they — in their compassion — 
were anguished. In the presence of 
poverty they found themselves also 
deprived. In the presence of hatred 
they were crucified. 


Even in the presence of love they 
knew a kind of agony, so inadequate 
are human beings to express or con- 
tain the full wonder and beauty of 
that reflection of divinity. Surely no 
one who knows compassion has need 
to question where his ministry, his 
mission of service may lie. He cannot 
help but minister where he is.

The Sister of Social Service is. a woman whose 
response unfolds in a life dedicated to God in the service 
of mankind. She comes to know God as she discovers, 
cultivates and shares the seeds of truth and unity 
planted within the human spirit.

Ifhe is among the poor, the rich, the 
hale, the sick, the free or the 
imprisoned, he can do no less than 
give all he has to that specific need. 
He can do no less if he is to remain 
true to himself. 

AND WHERE HE can do nothing, he 
will encounter his old companion, 
suffering, at a more profound level. 
Compassion is a painful virtue, and a 
certain answer to those who, aston- 
ishingly, ask “How may we experi- 
ence suffering?” 

Any mother can vouch for the 
appalling simplicity of the reply. It 
requires only that we love with a 
sense of deep responsibility, a vision 
of the potential of others and respect 
for their autonomy. From there on it 
is plain sailing into a vast ocean of 
opportunity for suffering. 

Given the human propensity for 
error, self-limitation and foolishness 
— given the environment of self- 
interest, impersonalization and 
obstruction of truth — there should 
be no dearth of anguish. 

IN COMPASSION, it is not vicari- 
ously, but personally, acutely, that we 
suffer — and more than on our own 
account. Christ did not sweat blood 
for himself. He did not pursue his 
mission on his own account. 

In fact, I wonder whether anyone in 
his right mind could honestly wish to 
know- poverty or suffering for their 
own sake — whether he would be 
morally justified if he did. 

Pain and deprivation are the 
involuntary circumstance of the lives 
of far too many people. For others, 
they form the by-product of a passion- 
ate self-donation — not sought after, 
but the inescapable consequence of 
their mission and the inevitable 
expression of their intimate concern. 


Christians are, manifestly, called to 
compassion. It is our way of life, our 
impetus. It is our alpha and’ omega. 

Possessing it, we are one with the 
mind of Christ, however often we may 
be mistaken, or falter in uncertainty 
about ourselves. 


LACKING IT, we are truly and 
hopelessly impoverished.

Digging for the roots 


of religion 


“THE MORAL AND spiritual development of 
the American people is one of the most 
intensely relevant subjects on the face of the 
earth.” 


That global relevance, says the recipient of 
the 1973 National Book Award in religion, 
springs from the fact that understanding the 
nature and actions of the U.S. is among the 
most difficult challenges of the times. 


America cannot be understood apart from 
the religious history of its people, Sidney Alh- 
strom declares in. introducing his prize- 
winning book, A Religious History Of the 


‘American People (Yale University Press). 


THE RELIGIOUS history, spiritual corollary 
to political and social history, is “one of the 
grandest epics in the history of mankind,” the 
Yale professor adds. And he is not alone in 
insisting that study of religious history will 
bring light to other areas of the nation’s past. 


He is joined by a large chorus in calling the 
people to take history seriously. Alhstrom 
deplores a contemporary tendency to view his- 
tory as of little importance, or at least, for per- 
sons to be so “present-minded” that they 
become one-dimensional, fearing the grip of 
the past constricting the future to the “narrow 
confines of today.” 


The approach of the 1976 U.S. bicentennial 
is responsible for much fresh and vigorous 
exploration of American religious history. 


WHILE FEW HAVE produced anything as 
large or thorough as Alhstrom’s 1,158 page vol- 
ume, scholars are rediscovering both the 
diversity and the significance of the American 
apeople’s religious heritage. 


The importance of this work has been recog- 
nized by the National Book Awards judges in 
the last two years, with Alhstrom winning in 


1973 and the 1972 prize going to Martin Marty | 


of the University of Chicago for Righteous 
Empire: The Protestant Experience in America. 


Marty’s book was in a bicentennial series 
sponsored by Dial Press, which has recently 
issued Catholic American by John Cogley, 
editor of The Center magazine, a publication 
of the Center for the Study of Democratic 
Institutions. 


ALSO WINTHROP S. Hudson of the University 
of Rochester (N.Y.), a man often called the 
dean of American church historians, has pre- 
pared a new edition of his book Religion in 
America (Scribners). John K. Roth and 
Frederick Sontag, two California historians, 
offer The American Religious Experience 
(Harper), subtitled “The roots, trends and 
future of theology.’’ John C. Cooper of Wine- 
brenner Seminary (Ohio) has written Rediscov- 
ery of America (Westminster). 


One important similarity in these new books 
is that each, although it may focus primarily 
on a particular group (such as Protestants with 
Marty and Catholics with Cogley), stresses the 
need to recognize the pluralism of the nation. 


The scope of Alhstrom’s book is one of its 
most attractive features. A description accom- 


in America. 


panying its National Book Award nomination 
said, “No area of American religious thought 
is ignored... In a carefully integrated narra- 
tive, he (the author) reveals the ways in which 
various groups and movements influenced 
each other and help form the national consci- 
ence.” 


ROBERT BAIRD, a pioneering Protestant 
historian of U.S. religion, included only two 
pages on Catholicism in his 1843 documentary. 
No such bias is reflected by Alhstrom, another 
Protestant. The many varieties of Protestants, 
Eastern Orthodox, Armenians, Catholics, Jews, 
inter-denominational movements, quasi- 
ecclesiastical ideas, ‘civil religion” and 
general moral thinking feed into the story he 
traces. 


Yet unlike some of his predecessors, Alh- 
strom does not resort to ‘“‘consensus’”’ history, 
in which everything is subjected to some main- 
stream view, such as white Protestantism or 
majority culture. He feels historians too often 
fall into “consensus” and, therefore, do disser- 
vice to the reality of American pluralism. 


He does search for themes, finding that from 
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the world that a mission is carried out. 


Furthermore, he maintains that the religious 
history of the American people must include 
“secular” movements and convictions, some of 
which have opposed or “sought to supplant” 
the Churches. Such secular development as 
wars, industrialization, urbanization and 
a large part of the agenda for organized re- 
ligion. 

Economics, politics, population distribution 
and psychology must, in their social context, 
also be kept in mind, Allstrom says, as Ameri- 
can religion is studied. But, he writes, 
“constant attention must be given to the radi- 
cal diversity of American religious move- 
ments. This means that... a single, unified 
‘American tradition’ must be cautiously 
employed.” 


THE DANGER of a single tradition used to 
characterize American religion is under- 
scored by Hudson in Religion in America. 
None can seriously challenge assertions that 
it was European culture, and chiefly European 
Protestant culture, that provided America with 
its initial “shape and substance,” to use Hud- 
son’s words. 


However, as.is recognized by Alhstrom, Hud- 
son and virtually every other historian, a dis- 
tinctive American cast to religion developed 
in the U.S. That distinctive nature included the 
bases for religious liberty, pluralism and 
racial equality, bases at the founding of the 
nation but not always attainable without a 
struggle. 

The story of religion in America becomes, in 
part, the epic of non-whites and non- 
Protestants claiming their place. Alhstrom 
traces the history of anti-Catholic, anti-

its earliest days America had a “religiously 
oriented sense of mission, an abundant land, 
a noble hero and a favoring Providence” in its 
“saga.”’ 

IT IS THE FIRST and last of these themes 
which he explores most fully and in doing so 
he recognizes the enormous impact of Puritan- 
ism on the nation. He deals at length with the 
“holy commonwealth” ideology of. New Eng- 
land, an ideology which undeniably had major 
impact on the nation throughout the 19th cen- 
tury and well into the 20th century. 


Alhstrom concludes that the “saga” with its 
themes of mission, abundance, nobility and 
Providence has “evaporated” in many minds 
and that Puritanism was dramatically 
weakened in the 1960s. One of the few grounds 
on which he has been criticized is for possibly 
projecting more of an end to the “Puritan 
ethos” than is actually the case. 


The historian sees the themes of mission and 
Providence, until very recently at any rate, 
cutting across denominational lines to provide 
much of the foundation of the nation itself. 


ALHSTROM INSISTS that America as a mis- 
sion —summed up in such terms as new Israel, 
chosen people, fountain-head of democracy, 
bringer of peace or melting pot for a “new 
race” — must be seen in a world perspective. 
For one reason, it is in relation to the rest of

‘Semitic and anti-black sentiment, blights dis- 


cussed, respectively, by John Cogley in 
Catholic American, any number of Jewish and 
Christian historians, and a host of recent black 
authors. . 


A DISTINCTIVE American experience has 
exerted influence on virtually every religious 
group in the land: Puritans were free to build 
their “holy commonwealth,” blacks were pro- 
vided with a new religion (Christianity). 

And Catholics, composing the largest single 
Church in the nation for over a century, have 
felt the American impact despite natural and 
strong ties to Europe, Cogley notes. 


In an afterword to his book, Cogley raises 
questions about why recent changes in the 
Church have taken place. He concludes that 
“America itself may have been responsible for 
the changes.” 


COGLEY MAINTAINS that prior to the 
Second Vatican Council Catholic America 
lived in ‘‘two separate intellectual worlds” — 
one looking to a Europe of a past age for 
authority and the other looking to America 
where Church members lived out “a democra- 
tic history unique in the annals _ of Catholi- 
cism.” 


After the council, he writes, “American 
Catholics abruptly began to behave like other

Question: 


Do Catholic congressmen and judges 
incur the penalty of excommunica- 
tion if they vote in favor of abortion? 


Just recently the U.S. Bishops’ Ad Hoc 
Committee for Pro-Life Activities (headed 
by Cardinal John Cody) stated the following: 


“Those who perform or obtain an abortion 
or deliberately persuade others to do so, 
place themselves in a state of excommuni- 
cation. Ordinarily this involves the woman 
who obtains an abortion, the doctor who 
performs the abortion, the person who per- 
suades a woman to have an abortion, and 
any, person who cooperates to the extent 
that the abortion would not otherwise take 
place without his or her cooperation. 


“Excommunication is a special penalty, 
and conditions under which it applies must 


be strictly interpreted. Generally it does not 
apply to nurses and other assistants, nor 
can it be extended to legislators.” This does 
not mean, however that these persons are 
excused from the obligation to follow a 
rightly formed conscience. 


Question: 


You are obviously partisan toward 
music at Mass as you are an expert 
in it. But what about those of us who 
have no ear for music and cannot 
enjoy it? Can’t we have a silent Mass? 


The vast majority of people are able to 
carry a melody (canaries), but it is true that 
some people are tone-deaf (crows), or have 
faulty pitch at best. This bears no relation- 
ship to the enjoyment of music, a pleasure 


-that is natural and further heightened by 


acquiring some instruction in the academic 


study of music appreciation. 


If a musical experience is not enjoyable, 
the fault in most cases can be assigned 
either to the fact that the music is not good 
to begin with, or it is good music poorly 
executed. Both possibilities frequently 
become realities in the Church today. 


While music enhances worship, there can 
be too much of a good thing. When instru- 
mental or vocal music usurps_ those 
moments provided for personal prayer in 
the liturgy (for example immediately after 
Communion), the rhythm and spirit of the 
Mass is violated. 


The key to good worship is variety and 
planning. And this demands that each par- 
ish have a worship committee in order to 
determine the present needs and future 
possibilities of the parish community. If a
